Letters haye been receiyed within the past 
few dajB frim a number of well-known race 
horsemen all oyer the country stating that they 
will skip their stables to Cumberland Park 
within the next few days. P. M. Ciyill writes 
from Little Bock that he will ship his stable 
to Cumbeiland Park directly after the Memphis 
meeting. T. P. Hayes, who has three entries in 
the Turf Congress Stakes, to be run on the 
opening day of the Cumberland season, writes 
from Little Rock that he will bring his stable 
to Naihyille following the clesing ef the Mem- 
phis bnsioeas. Among his horses is Bad Cross 
II., which made a reputation at Chicago. J. E. 
Hughes, who is now at Little Rook, has also 
sent a letter to the secretary requesting him to 
reeerye stalls for bis string The four-year old 
filly. The Light, by Uncle Jess, is a member of 
the string. 

**Tom Byan, who is quite a hustler, has lost 
no time since coming to Nashyille. His horses 
now leek only the finishing touches to fit them 
for the opening raees. Count of Flanders, who 
wen the Balboa Bouleyard Btekes and other 
important races on the Pacific Slope in 1898, 
and who was a good winner the year preyious, 
is again in training under Ryan’s care, after a 
long rest, and is acting like a new horse. He is 
a bay, by St. Cario— Countess Langdon. Up to 
this time he baa trained satisfactorily, and 
likely enough will proye a useful member of the 
stable this spring. St. Simonian, The Roman, 
Golden Link and Count of Flanders heye each 
worked miles recently in lees than two minutes, 
and other members cf the string haye breezed 
at shorter distances in good time. St. Simonian 
was sent a mile end a sixteenth in 2 K)2, while 
Solon, a tbree-year-Gld, and the stable’s entry 
in the Turf Congress Stakes, stepped thiee 
quarters at a good rate of speed. There are 
ten two-year-olds in the arable, and they are 
not only Icoking well, but they are training 
nicely. Ryan will ship six horses to Memphis 
this week. 

''The George M. Hendrie stable now holds 
fourteen horses. Mr. Hendrie was here the first 
of the week Icoking oyer the thoroughbreds, 
and expressed satisfaction at the way they are 
stepping these days. The top-notcher of the 
string is the fast little bay. Pharaoh. Oak 
Maid and Our Lirzie, in this stable, are train- 
ing well, though they are not so far adyanced 
in their training as some of the others. 

The fastest mile up to this time is to the 
credit of Tom Byrn’s big horse, St. Simonian, 
who negotiated the distance seyeral seconds 
less than two minutes. On looks one would 
judge him to be in good racing form. The 
Roman also worked a mile in a little better than 
two minutes. Solon, the stable’s dependence 
to win the Turf Congress Special, worked fiye 
furlongs at a fair rate of speed, while some of 
the two-year-olds were sent quarters in from 25 
to 26 seconds. 

** One rarely meets with a better locking filly 
than the two-year-old Donna Sesy, in Billy 
Weir’s string. She is a rich bay, by Jim Gore — 
Twitter, end is well muscled, with a short, 
strong back, and her trials have been entirely 
satisfactory. This filly and the two-year-old 
oolt Lord Crimson would suit anybody to go to 
the race with, and Billy’s friends are congratu 
lating him on his rare good luck in haying two 
auch promising ones in bis stable. Weir is de- 
lighted in the way old F. F. Y. is coming to 
hand. Bo far he has stood up to bis work as 
well as could be desired. He is required to do 
aeyeral miles of galloping eyery day, and, up to 
this time, bis legs haye giyen him no trouble 



whateyer. Ida Fordbsm shews steady improye- 
ment, and, if one mey judge by her recant trials, 
she will preye an easy winner. 

‘'Beyen or sight additional stables are ex- 
pected to arriye at Cumberland within the 
next few days, while quite a number are doe 
to reach NasbyiJle at the close of the Memphis 
spring meeting. Anew saddling paddock has 
jnst been completed at tba track, and it is a 
beauty. Becretar y Bm sw urm will fit up a eom- 
foitable jrckr ys’ ic om, adjoining which be will 
haye an cfl5oe.” 



GOSSIP OF THK TURF. 



At a recent meeting of the jockey club, held 
in New York, the application for a lieeuae of 
the famous colored jockey, ‘^Tiny” Williams was 
denied. Williams wae suf pended out east last 
fall, and it Icoks as tkeugh bis riding days are 
oyer. Williams is a western product of the 
western circuit, hayiog been originally deyeloped 
by Dan Lamasuey, the Missouri borsemau, who 
wrn the St. Louis Inaugural seyeral years ago 
with Beiyice. Williams also rode for B. S. Gard- 
ner of Ayoudale stable fame and other leading 
western ewn era. Two years ago be went east 
to ride for J. E. Seagram, the wealthy Cana- 
dian owner. Williams was a crack race rider 
as far back as 1892, the year he piloted B. A- 
Swigert’s Cerlsbad to yiotory in the 
Americru Derby at Washington Park, Chicago. 
With *‘Tiny” Williams and **LoDg-Sfaot” Con- 
Iry both cn the ground, the American turf for 
the first time in years is without a colored rider 
cf the first class. In the days of Isaac Murphy 
and ^‘Pike” Barnes the black knights of the 
pigskin were at the top of the heap. Later on 
Tony Hsmiltcn, ''Bonp” Perkins and Willie 
Simms were the crack negro riders of the Amer- 
ican turf. Simms sud Perkins were the best 
colored jockey s since Isaac Murphy’s day. These 
two crack riders piloted the two contending 
borers in the National Derby of 1896, which was 
ron at the Fair Gronnds. Perkins rode Prince 
Lief, who beat Ben Brush, with Simms up, by 
a nose in one cf the grandest races eyer run oyer 
the St. Louis track.

Inadditicn to the aboye Lobengnla, now 8 
years old, was offered and sold to Charles Mo- 
Lean for $175. Moffmaa refused to let the horse 
go fer that, but he had to be sold, and was 
afterward knocked down to Dan Ater for the 
eame figure. 

From Detroit cornea this atatement: *’Bang- 
tails will gallop aronnd Windeor’a racetrack 
again this year, in spite of the fact that the 
town is not included in the Canadian Circuit 
for the season. The statement was made by an 
official of the Windsor Club, which owns the 
driying park. Until this year the track has 
always been leased by the Highland Park Club 
of Detroit, bat last autnmn the leasers and 
lessees quarreled oyer the payment of a per- 
centage of the ferry company’s receipie from 
the sporting element, and now they are fighting 
it out in the Canadian courts. This clash 
pleased the clergy and church workers in Wind- 
sor, for it wae belieyed that it would mean a 
death blow to the infiaeucee that came with the 



horsemen No one eyer dreamed that the track 
would be need by any other aaaociation, inas- 
much as Windsor was crowded out of this year’s 
circuit. Howeyer, that elimination has not 
eauaad tho Windsor Club any feoliaga of rogret, 
and it will use the track itself. Said one of the 
cffioials: 

^Wa will be in the game ouraeWes this year, 
because we can’t afford to let the property lie 
idle. Anyway, we can get lota of horsas, not- 
withstanding the fact that we are not in the 
eireoit. Purses of $800 will bring the best of 
them, and that’s going to be the size of our 

prizes.’ ” 

A special from Loniayille to yesterday’s Cin- 
einnati Commercial Tribune say a: ’’Acting 

Bcoretary Dreesen, of the Lonisyille Jockey 
Club, said today that if the preyailing fine 
weather for execising the horses continued at 
Churokill Downs the spring meeting here this 
year would be the most successful meeting in 
the history of the association. There are now 
oyer 400 horses at the track and probably 300 
more will be on baud before the opening day of 
the. races. Tbe weather and the track haye 
been better during tbe past two weeks tbau 
eyer before at this season of tbe year, and much 
good work has been done. According to the 
minds of the owners at this time just fifteen 
three-year-olds will start in tbe Kentucky 
Derby. A new factor in this classic eyent 
is said to be Kentucky Farmer. Woodford A 
Bnckaer belieye frem tbe showing Kentucky 
Farmer has made this season that be will 
haye a cbaace, end they declare they 
are going to start him. It will be remembered 
that Lieutenant Gibson defeated Flaunt and 
Kentucky Farmer at Latouia last year in hol- 
low style. Among tbe hoTses that are said to 
be expected to start are George Bennett’s Ad- 
miral Schley, J. C. Kahn’s Tbriye, Pat Dunne’s 
Reminder, John E. Madden’s Starbright, J. J. 
Lewman’s Flaunt, George Long’s Hindus, John 
Schorr’s Bam Phillips and F. W. Brode, Charles 
Smith’s Lieutenant Gibson, E. C. Headley’s 
Dramburg, Scoggan’s Highland Lad, and Wood- 
ford A Buckner’s Kentncky Farmer.
